Do you believe that the pursuit of 
thie aim requires the adoptlo-i of new * 
and radical principles? 

No, I believe U "equlrea a new and 
radical apirlicntton of the old princi < 
plea uf juarlce and crminon honesty. , 
which arn aa eternal ns life Itself 
New methods and new machli ery are 
needed for carrying these principles 
into our nntlonnl existence; and also 
a broader syinpnthy, so that our Jus-

Do you believe In a short ballot? 

I do I consider li one of the most 
Important methods to he adopted Hy 
the '‘short b;illot’' 1 mean the prin- 
ciple of electing few men to Imporl.aii!
